There is no aesthetic standard of 


mells, and there are but few which all 
eclare to be delightful. An English 


manufacturer of perfume asserts that he 
s able to com bine odors so as to produce 
certain effect and talks of a perfume 
oale, but this seems rather commercial 
hau scientific. If he could really pro- 
nee an odor -which everybody would 
ecognize by the combination of different 
•moll elements, the foundation of a sci- 
ince of smell would be laid. 


One remarkable thing about odor is 


hat the emission of it does not appreci- 
ably diminish the mass of the body from 


it is given off. A grain of musk 


may fill a room with odor for years and 
weigh as much at the end of the time 
as it did at the beginning. Its weight 
must have been diminished, for it is im- 
possible to believe that an effect on oar 
organs of sense can be produced without 
an impact of material particles from a 
source of energy, but the amount of 
matter dissipated is infinitesimal in the 
case of an odorous body. 


The sense of smell is apparently uni- 


versal, but stronger in animals than in 
men. The lowest orders smell with their 
mouths, insects smell with their hairs, 
fishes smell in water, and the ucuteness 
of the power of smell in dogs and in 
savages is well known. Hnmboldt says 
that Peruvian Indians could tell in the 
darkest night whether the person ap- 
proaching was a European, a negro or 
aii American Indian. In those deprived 
of the other senses the power of analyz- 
ing odors is sometimes abnormally de- 
veloped. 


The Scotch boy James Mitchell, a 


blind, deaf mute, could distinguish the 
individuals in a room into which he 
was led. John Mossman, a deaf mnte at 
Parkorsburg, W. Va., was able to lo- 
cate oil wells with the certainty that a 
setter finds partridges. His nose brought 
him a fortune of $500,000 as fees for 
professional smelling. It is strange that 
uo ouo has trained a dog to point petro- 
leum. Possibly a dog might be taught 
to "staud" a nugget of gold in the fro- 
zen soil of Alaska, as pigs find truffles 
in Perigord, for metals have a character- 
istic smell. It is probable that every- 
thing gives off a characteristic effluvium, 
though our sense is not delicate enough 
to detect the subtler cries. 


Some gases, like hydrogen, have no 


odor; others, like chlorine and the pred- 
ict of the Hartford Gas company, have 
a very perceptible one. There is a gen- 
eral idea that a body must possess a 
molecular weight 15 times as great us 
:hat of hydrogen before it can affect the 
olfactory nerves of human beings, but 
even that needs confirmation. We fre- 
quently confound tasto and smell, am 
it is said that no ono can distinguish an 
onion from an apple by taste alone. 


Some odors cling to the surface of 


things, as tho odor of game, which 
rarely rises much above tho ground; 
others are rapidly diffused through the 
air. Why is this? No one knows. One 
of the most singular things about the 
sense of smell is that it is not subject to 
illusions. Sight may be deceived. One 
may imagine he sees things which are 
not before him; he may hear a roaring 
in his ears when there is no sound, but 
it is said that oven the insane are not 
subject to olfactory delusions. There 
are no ghost smells. If this is true, 
what is the reason, what is the expla- 
nation, of the phenomenon? Again, why 
are the earth and fields so much more 
fragrant in the morning than at noon, 
when, on the other hand, the strength 
of most odors is increased by heat? 


The scientific men ought at least to 


"make a bluff" at some of these prob- 
lems. As it is, here is an original sense 
of power of perception of the utmost 
refinement, older, probably, than the 
sense cf sight, a power for the exercise 
of •which wo use a complicated mechan- 
ical and nervous mechanism, the nature 
and modus operandi of which are as 
much a matter of conjecture as were 
thos.1 of the senses cf sight and smell 
1,000 years ago. Evidently science has 
not discovered everything yet—Hart- 
ford Oourant.

report of the proceedings had in the 
House of Bepresentatives on foe I/egis-. 
lative and Executive appropria'tiod 
bill. The bill, ao reported by the com- 
mittee, made no appropriation what- 
ever for the Oarson Mint not eyen",for. 
the pay of watchmen. Mr. Newlands 
by using his persuasive powers, ^phr- 
tained permission of Mr. Bingham, 
who had charge of the bill, to'offe'r an 
amendment,, whieb, with- his-remarks 
in support of the same, appears in the 
Record. What doea not appear in the 
Record, however, but which is furnished 
the JOURNAL by a spectator, who was.in 
the gallery, is tho hostility of the Re- 
publican leaders to an appropriation 
for the Carson MinU Mr. Newlands 
demanded tellers and he arid Mr. Gan- 
non were designated to count the 
votes,.as -the members 'filed between, 
them, the House being in Committee 
of the Whole. Speaker Eeed, who sel- 
dom condescends to vote, .made him- 
self conspicuous on this occasion and 
registered a "no'1 against the amend- 
ment us anindication of the attitude of 
ths ultra gold wing ,of the Republican 
party toward the Carson-Mint. Ding- 
ley, Cannon, Payae, Johnson and other 
gold men followed, the '.example of 
Reed, as might be expected, but Load 
and Barbara of California surprised 
tho advocates of the amendment by 
following in the wake of Speaker Reed. 
Theywere supposed to. favor western 
interests and being from an .adjoining 
State their action indicated the effect- 
iveness of tho p<wty lash in keeping 
members in line. However tho flght 
was won and the amendment carried 
in committee of the whole by a vote of 
83 to 77, the Democrats and Silver 
men generally voting for .the amend- 
ment. 


The action of the .Committee of the 


Whole on the bill is'not final; The bill 
will now be reported back to the House 
with the amendment and after the 
holidays the House will take it up. As 
the Speaker and Republican leaders 
generally are opposed to making an 
appropriation for tbe Carson Mint and 
the party has.a cleat; majority of fifty 
in the House jt.is--feared..that ..the 
amend men t 
will be defeated. 
The 


only hope'lies-iri tbe.personal popular- 
ity of Mr. Newlauds, who has many 
fi lends among the Republicans, some 
of whom may refrain from voting out 
of personal consideration for th« mem- 
ber/from Nevada, but H is .doflbtful 
sven wiih such negative assistance, i! 
the party policy of the Ilepubiicaus 
can be defeated.
